The men and 
women engaged in this trade ate chiefly 
night workers. The sole possessions neces~ 
gary to embark ia this live of business are a 
jong, asrrow boet, or a “dug out canoe,” as 
they are called, and a cast net. They gen- 
nly watch the flow of the tide, and start 
out on ite back ebb when they can trace 
plainly the course of the sbrimp, and follow 
them around the river banks, dragging their 
nets after them, when the shrimp are easily 
captured in large@quantities Two men or 
women, $s the case may be, form themselves 
into a partnership, as the trade may be fol- 
lowed more successfully by two than one, as 
it takes one of themto row the boat while 
the other casita the nct. They cencrauily start 
out about three or four hours before day- 
break, and in that space of time they have 
caught shrimp enough tu bill their boat, when 
they return to the city, and at the earliest 
break of dawn are ready to start out abou: 
thestreets to peddle, Following close in the 
wake of these shrimp come the cCrab-seilers, 
and their cries of 
“CRAB! CRAB! FRESH AND FINE! 
ecrab” are peculiar to them. There is no 
ittle caution and prudence necessary io 
catching these crab, for once they get their 
claws fastened upon you, no earthly power 
van make them lose their hold, and the flesh 
has to be literally torn away with the claw. 
But, being such clumsy cresiures, there ig one 
particular way in which you can take hold 
of them to prevent them from fastening tbeir 
claws in your band, and that isto catch them 
just in the centre of the back, so as 
to prevent them from turning over. There 
are two kinds of crab sold upon the 
street here—the common crab and what is 
known as the stone crab. Perhaps it is well 
known what dirty creatures in their food 
these crabe a'e; almost as bad, if not as 
fully, as the buzzard in their like for dead 
flesh ; therefore, they are very easily caught 
in this way: Tieing a piece of decayed ficsh

re portion of our kind who 
cady to run away from ashadow 
rece of white rag fluttering in the moon- 
light. We laugh at this kind of silly super- 
stition and deem that these people deserve 
to be ridiculed for their childish folly. But 
we are all; more or lees, superstitious. Our 
education makes us 80, and our religion, too, 
for that matter. From infancy weare — 
that man consists of two separate and dis- 
tinct parte—the physical or material, and the 
spiritual or immortal. That with death the 
materia] part only perishes, while the spirit- 
ual part, separated from the material, lives 
and moves and acts very much as in life— 
talking and thinking and doing just as we do 
here before the great change takes place. No 
existing fact is more clearly and fully attested 
than that it is possible for the spirits of the 
departed to be seen by living men. We 
even have the authority of scripture that not 
only the spints of these have returned and 
been seen, but that in one instance the bodies 
also of the saints arose and went into the 
city and appeared unto many. What has 
been can be again, and this at least shows 
that there is nothing impossible in it.” 

“Then you believe that we may not on) 
see spirits, but converse with them,” said i 

“Yea, the spirit of Samuel talked with 
Saul, and Saul perceived at once who it was, 
or in other words knew him. That this be- 
lief was general among the ancients of 
Scripture is equally certain. We see it 
stated that where angels appeared to men 
they were often mistaken for spirits, some- 
times producing great alarm. As in the 
case of Daniel and others, ‘showing that the 
appearing of spirits, through a long number 
of ages, must have been common.” 

“May not these spirits have been angels ®” 
I asked. 

“No,” said he; “I think not, for you will 
observe in every place in which it is recorded 
that they were mistaken for spirits, the 
corrected the error. When the man Gabriel, 
as he is called, was mistaken for a spirit, the 
angel said: ‘Fear not, I am Guabriel, who 
stands at the right hand of God.” 

They are frequently spoken of as men in 
the Bible, but never as spirits, and I think that 
this, with other Scripture evidence, goes to 
show that they are not.” 

“What are the other evidences you refer 
to?” I asked. 

“Ido not remember particularly to have 
noticed any declaration that is explicit on 
this point.” 

“‘Do you not remember,” he replied, “that 
when our Saviour, afterthe resurrection, 
appeared in the midst of his disciples, and 
they were greatly alarmed, and believed him 
a spirit, that he said to them handle meand see 
“for spirit hath nof flesh and bone as ye see 
me have.” That was one proof that he was 
notaspirit. Then again he took apiece of 
fish and a honev comb ard ate it before 
them, as an additional pruof that it was a 
man, and not a spirit that stood before them. 
So with Abraham. He took the angels to 
his tent, washed their feet and ministered to 
them like men; and he prepared a ast, 
and they partovk of it, and yet he did not 
perceive that they were angels until they de- 
parted from him. And se with Lot, the 
angels tarried with him—he washed their 
feet and placed food before them and they 
did eat. The angel tock hold of him and 
drew him into the house, and they 
remained with him all night, 
and he too did not perceive, until afterwards, 
that they were not men. Here was the same 

roof as in the Saviour’s declaration and act. 

hey partook of food. Were touched and 
handled by mortals. They must have had 
“flesh and bone,” or in other words been 
materia), or else those touching them would 
have known at once that they were not men. 
The Angel Gabriel tells Daniel that he was 
three weeks in coming to him after he had 
received the command to “fly swiftly.” The 
angel who appeared to Baalam moved and 
stood in the narrow part of the way, soasto 
prevent Baalam from passing. And so of 
many other cases, which I do not recall just 
now ; all going to show that angels are not 
spirits, but a material existences. And this, 
besides their own positive and explicit decla- 
rations, would seem to make the testimony 
conclusive on this point. Angels are often 
spoken of in the Bible as men but never as 
epirits, and I think this strong proof, (nega- 
tive it is true) thatthey are not.” 

“How, then, you interpret the passage in 
the Psalms which says, ‘Who maketh his an- 
gels spirits?’” asked Mra, M. 

“Well, in the first place, I do not think it 
detracts ore particle from the strength of 
the evidence I have adduced. This passage 
appears im the: Psalm only—a book of 
poetry—or rather anthems of praise offered 
by a mortal like ourselves to his Creator. In 
the enthem referred to David is praising and 
magnitying God for his goodness, and among 
other acts of mercy ‘who maketh his angeis 
spirits,” or as itis sometimes rendered, who 
maketh his angels ministering spirits, as we 
have often found, inscriptural narrative, hag 
been the case. Or it may be simply a trans- 
position of words, and reads thus: ‘Who 
maketh spirits his angels or messengers” — 
sending them to minister to mortals here, as 
we find angels were sept to minister to our 


Saviour after the temptation, and after the. 


agony in the garden. Angels in this tinte 
might well be termed ministering spirits. 
But either solution, it eeems to me, would 
more reasonable than to suppose that this 
single declaration should be accepted as 
showing absolutely that angels were spirits 
in contradiction of the powerful evidence to 
the contrary shown elsewhere.” 

“I belieye your interpretation is correct,” 
I said, “It is much more reasonable to believe, 
as you do, than to suppose a passage like the 
one quoted could be brought into: direct 
conflict with positive testimony like that de- 
duced in this case. There is, however, too 
much of this hair-splitting interpretation now 
ia all things relating to the Bible and relig- 
ion, and I hope the time will come when it 
will be ere and effectually rebuked.” 

“Yes,” said he, “the great truths ofjthe*Bible 
—the simple plan of salvation—'Believe and 
be baptized,’ faith and obedience are made of 
pone effect. That is too simple for the the- 
ology of the present day. Man’s salvation 
must be nade to hang upon whether jlam, 
fiam fiddlebam means black or white. This 
might do very well as a mere matter of opin-

But for the devil there is no 
resurrection. Body and soul can never be 
re-united; and that unrest of = spirit 
which induced ‘the legion’ to pray 
that they might be permitted 
to enter into the herd of swine will pursue 
them toall eternity. It is evident that the 
devil has no power to act except through 
some material agency. When he would tempt 
Eve he entered into the serpent. When he 
desired to betray the Saviour he possessed 
himself of the body of Judas, and these 
agencies did his will. “Possessed of devils” 
was a common occurrence in olden times, 
and I bave no doubt is as common now. | 
The conduct of some men can be accounted 
forin noother way. We are told that a le- 
gion of devils — one man, They could 
not have had bodies and thus have entered 
intoa body. They must have been spirits, 
just as the Bible tells us. And soof the 
present day, evil is wrought by material 
agency. ‘The devil enters into men and 
makes men do his work. And the German 
idea which paints the gréat author of evil, 
not with born or cloven hoof, but as an ele- 
gant and accomplished map, is not so wide of 
the truth after all. 

“IT like your idea,” said Mra. M., “about 
the power of the devil to work mischief be- 
ing confined to material sgencies. The Bible 
tells us to resist the devil and he will flee 
us, and in this resistance we hold the power 
to prevent wrong and sin if everybody would 
only resist. It seems to me it gives a defi- 
nite limit to his power, although it appears 
limitless now on account of the number of 
his willing subjects,” 

“That is true algo,” replied Mr. M.,” and 
hence we often hear it said that ‘evil exists 
only iu us,’ while it is tbe power of the devil 
working in us. ButI have never seen any 
proof that the devil has ever been seen by 
any one. The Bible seems to teach that evil 
spirits or devils can only act through agencies 
other than themselves. This fact of being 
disembodied and powerless is, doubtless, one 
of the punishments of their lost estate. To 
feel, to think, to desire everlastingly with no 
power to act either on the thought,the feeling 
or the desire, would be a punishment that 
cannot well conceive of. The prisoner, 
misused in a dungeon, may have some faint 
idea of it, but even here the body comes to 
his relief, and sleep may bring dream and 
dreams freedom to the thought, or, it may be, 
find some soothing balm for the feelings and, 
perhaps, for & moment, at least, gratify or 
stifle desire.

section 1. ‘*The Gencral Aeaem)ly of the State of 
Georgia do enact: That from and after the passage of 
this act the Presidents of #1] the hail oad Comp:nies 
in thie State, sha)! be requ red toretrrnon oath, an- 
nnally, to the Oumptroil-r Ger eral the value of the 
prop rty of thei: respective companies, without de- 
duciing their ind« btednees, each clats or epecics of 
property to be sepaiately named and valued, so fur 
as the ga ne may be pract cable, to be tixed as other 
property of the peop!e of the State, aud that said re- 
turns ehall be made under the sawe reguiat ong vre 
Vidad by law for the -etuins of officers of otber incor- 
peratea companies, which are required vy law to be 
made to the Comptrcller General. 

Section 2. That raid President ehall pay to the 
Comptrolier General ihe taxes assessed upon the 
property of guch railroad companies, and ou failure 
to make the returns required by the preceeding sec- 
tion, or on failure to psy the taxes so aseexzed, the
